modern Poets, carried away by Cuftom, but much to their 
own vexation, hindrance, and conſtraint to expreſs many 
things otherwiſe, and for the moſt part worſe than elſe they 
would have expreſt them. Not without cauſe therefore ſome, 
both Italian and Spaniſh Poers of prime note have rejected 
Rime both in longer and ſhorter Works, as have alſo long 
ſince our beft Engliſh Tragedies, as a thing of it ſelf, to all 
judicious ears, trivial and of no true muſical delight; which 

confifts only in apt Numbers, fit quantity of Syllables, and 
the Senſe variouſly drawn out from one Verſe into another, 
not in the jingling found of like endings, a fault avoided by 
the learned Antients, both in Poetry and all good Oratory. 
This negle& then of Rime ſo little 1s to be taken for a defect, 
though it may ſeem fo perhaps to other Readers, that it ra- 
ther is to be efteem'd an example ſet, the firſt in Englith, 
of antient liberty recover'd to Heroic Poem from the trouble- 
ſom and modern bondage of Rimeing,

THE Third Qualification of an Epic Poem 
is its Greatneſs. Ihe Anger of Achilles was 
of ſuch Conſequence, . that it embroiled the 
Kings of Greece, FATE the Heroes of Ala, 
and engaged all the Gods in Factions. The Set- 
tlement of Æneas in /taly produc'd the Cæſars, 
and gave Birth to the Roman Empire. Mil- 
ron's Subject was ſtill greater than either of 
the former; it does not determine the Fate 
of ſingle Perſons or Nations, but of a whole 
Species. The United Powers of Hell are 
joined together for the Deſtruction of Man- 
kind, which they effected in Part, and would 
have Completed, had not Omnipotence it ſelf 
interpofed. The principal Actors are Man in 
his greateſt Perfection, and Woman in her 
higheſt Beauty. Their Enemies are the fallen 
Angels: The Meſſiah their Friend, and the 
Almighty their Protector. In ſhort, every

F BU 1. Axriſtotle, by the Greatneſs of the 
Action, does not only mean that it ſhould be 
great in its Nature, but alſo in its Duration; 
or in other words, That it ſhould have a 
due Length in it, as well as what we pro- 
perly call Greatneſs. The juſt Meaſure of 
- this {kind of Magnitude, he explains by the 

following Similitude. An Animal no bigger 
than a Mite, cannot appear perfect to the 
Eye, becauſe the Sight takes it in at once, 
and has only a Confuſed idea of the Whole, 
and not a Bictinet idea of all its Parts; If on 
the contrary you ſhould ſuppoſe an Animal of 
ten thouſand Furlongs in Length, the Eye 
would be ſo filled with a ſingle Part of it, 
that it could not give the mind an idea of 
the W hole. W hat theſe Animals are to the 
Eye, a very ſhort ora very long Action would 
be to the Pry. The firſt would be, as 
it were loft, and ſwallowed up by it, and the 
other difficult to be contained in it. Homer 
and Virgil have ſhewn their principal Art in 
this particular; the Action of the 7iad, and 
that of the MÆneid, were in themſelves exceed- 
ing ſhort, but are ſo beautifully extended and 
diverſified by the Invention ur Epiſodes, and 
the Machinery of Gods, with the like poe-. 
tical Ornaments, that they make up an agree- 
able Story ſufficient to employ the Memory 
without overcharging it. 22 Action is. 
enriched with ſuch Variety of Circumſtan- 
ces, that I have taken as much pleaſure in 
reading the Contents of his Books, as in the 
beſt invented eig. Jever met with. It is 
poſſible, that the Traditions, on which the 
"Thad and Hneid were built, had more Cir- 
cumſtances in them than the Hiſtory of the 
Fall of Man, as it is related in Scripture. Be- 
Tides it was eaſier for Homer and Virgil to daſh 
the Truth with Fiction, as they.were in no 
danger of offending the Religion of their

Country by it. But as for Milton, he had 
not 6AFy a Very few Circumſtances upon which 
to raiſe his Poem But was alſo obliged to pro- 
ceed with the greateſt Caution in every thing 
that he added but of his own Invention. 
And, indeed, notwithſtanding all the Re- 
ſtraints he was under, he has filled his Story 
with ſo many furpriſing Incidents, which bear 
ſo cloſe Arfalogy 'with What is delivered in 
Holy. Wit, that it is capable of plealing the 
moſt Delicate Reader, without giving offence 
to the moſt Scrupulous: 
IHE modern Criticks have collected 
from ſeveral Hints in the Iliad and Æneid the 
Space of Time, which is taken up by the 
Action of each of thoſe Poems; but as a great 
Part of Milton's Story was tranſacted in Re- 
gions that lie out of the reach of the Sun 
and the ſphere of Day, it is impoſſible to 
gratifie the Reader with ſuch a Calculation, 
which indeed would be more curious than in- 
ſtructive; None of the Criticks, either An- 
tient or Modern, having laid down Rules to 
circumſcribe the Action of an Epic 

Poem with any Determined Num- Vid. spect.

It was much caſier therefore 
for Homer to find proper Sentiment fbr an 
Aſſembly of Grerian Generals, than for Muusbn 
to diverſific his infernal Council with p 
Characters, and inſpire them with a Variety 
of Sentiments. The Loves of Dido and Hueas 
are only Copies of what has paſſed between 
other Perſons.” Adam and Eve before the Valk 
are a different Species from that of Mankind, 
who are deſcended from them; and none but 
a Poet of the moſt unbounded Invention; and 
the moſt exquiſite Judgment; eou'd have fil · 
led their Converſation and Behaviour with ſo 
many apt Circumſtances 8 rheir See uo 
Innocence. 

NOR is it ſufficient for an Apis Poem to 
be filled with ſuch Thoughts as are natural, 
unleſs it abound alſo with ſuch as are /ub/ime. 
Virgil in this particular falls ſhort of Homer. 
He has not indeed ſo many Thoughts that 
are Low and Vul, ar; but at the ſame time 
has not ſo many Thoughts that are Sublime 
and Noble. The truth of it is, Virgil ſol- 
dom riſes into very aſtoniſhing Sentiment, 
where he is not fired by the lind. He 


might ve 


every where charms and pleaſes us by the 


Force of his own Genius; but ſeldom ele- 
vates and tranſports us where he does not 
fetch: his Hints from Homer. 
'MIT/TON's chief Talent, and indeed his 
diſtingu iſning Excellenee, lies in the Sublimity 
of his Thoughts. There are others of the 
Moderns who rival him in every other part of 
but in the Greatneſs of his Senti- 
ments he triumphs over all the Poets both 
Modern and Ancient, Homer only excepted. 
It is impoſſible for the Ima —.— of Man 
to diſtend it ſelf with greater Ideas, than thoſe

that as there are two kinds of Sentiments, the 
Natural and the Sublime, which are always 
to be phrſued in an heroic Poem; there are 
alſo two kinds of Thoughts which are care- 
fully to be avoided. The firſt are ſuch as are 
Affected and Unnatural; the ſecond ſuch as are 
Mean and Vulgar. As for the firſt kind of 
Thoughts we meet with little or nothing 
that is like them in Virgil: He has none of 
thoſe trifling Points and Puerilities that are ſo 
often to be met with in Ovid, none of the E- 
pigrammatic Turns of Lucan, none of thoſe 
Welling Sentiments which are ſo frequently 
in Stuttus and Claudian, none of thoſe mixed 
Embelliſhments of Tao. Every thing is Juſt 
and Natural. His Sentiments ſhow that he had 
a perfect Iaſight into humane Nature, and 
that he knew every Thing which was the moſt 
proper to affect it. | 
Mr. Dryden has in ſome places, which I 
may hereafter take notice of, miſrepreſented 
Virgil's way of Thinking as to this particu- 
lar, in the Tranſlation he has given us of the 
Aneid. I do not remember that Homer an 
where falls into the Faults above-mentioned, 
which were indeed the falſe Refinements of 
later Ages. Milton, it muſt be confeſt, has 
ſometimes erred in this reſpect, as I ſhall 
ſhew more at large in another Paper; tho? 
conſidering all the Poets of the Age in which 
he writ, were infected with this wrong way 
of Thinking, he is rather to be admired that 
he did not give More into it, than that he did 
Sometimes comply with the vicious Taſte 
which ſtill prevails ſo much among modern 
Writers. 3. | 

BUT fince ſeveral Thoughts may be Na- 
- tural which are Low and groveling, an Epic 
Poet ſhould not only avoid ſuch Sentiments 
as are unnatural or affected, bur alſo ſuch as 
are mean and vulgar. Homer has opened a 
great Field of Raillery to Men of more Deli- 
eacy than Greatneſs of Genius, by the Home- 
lineſs of ſome of his Sentiments. But, as I 
have before ſaid, theſe are rather to be impu- 
ted to the Simplicity of the Age in which he 
ved, to which I may alſo add, of that which 
he deſcribed, than to any Imperfectionin that 
Divine Poet. Zoilus, among the Ancients,

A true Critic ought to dwell rather upon 
Excellencies than Imperfections, to diſcover 
the concealed Beauties of a Writer, and com- 
municate to the World fuch things as are 
worth their Obſervation. Ihe moit exquiſite 
Words and fineſt Strokes of an Author are 
thoſe which very often appear the moſt Doubt- 
ful and exceptionable, to a man who wants 
a Reliſh for polite Learning and they are 
theſe, which a ſoure undiſtinguiſhing Critic 
generally attacks with the greateſt Violence. 
Tully obſerves, that it is very eaſy to brand or 
fix a Mark upon what he calls Ferbum ardens, 
or, as it may be rendred into Engliſh, a glow- 
ing bold Expreſſion, and to turn it into Ridi- 
cule by a cold ill- natured Criticiſm. A little 


Wit is equally capable of expoſing a Beauty, 


and of aggravating a Fault; and though fuch 
a Treatment of an Author naturally produces 
Indignation in the Mind*of an ufiderſtanding 
Reader, it has however its effect among the 
Generality of thoſe whoſe hands it falls into;

ling their Common Maker. Invocations of 
this nature fill the Mind with glorious Ideas 
of God's Works, and awaken that divine 
Enthuſiaſm, which is ſo natural to Devotion. 
But if this calling upon the dead parts of Na- 
ture is at all times a proper kind of Worſhip, 
it was in a particular manner ſuitable to our 
firſt Parents, who had the Creation freſh up- 
on their Minds, and had not ſeen the various 
Diſpenſations of Providence, nor conſequent- 
ly could be acquainted with thoſe many To- 
picks of Praiſe which might afford matter to 
the Devotions of their Poſterity.

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IT required great Pregnancy of Invention 
and Strength 951 edu fill this Bat 
tel with ſuch Circumſtances as ſhould. raiſe 
and aſtoniſh the Mind of the Reader; and, 
at the ſame time, an Exactneſs of Judgment 
to avoid every thing that might appear light 
or trivial. Thoſe who look into Homer, are 
furprized to find his Battels ſtill riſing one a- 
bove another, and improving in Horror, to 
the Concluſion of the Hliad. Milton's Fight 
of Angels is wrought up with the ſame Beau- 
ty. It is uſhered in with ſuch Signs of Wrath 
as are ſuitable to Omnipotence incenſed. The 
firſt Engagement is carried on under a cope 
of Fire, occaſioned by the flights of innume- 
rable burning Darts and Arrows which are 
diſcharged from either Hoſt. The ſecond 
Onſet is ſtill more terrible, as it is filled with 
thoſe artificial Thunders, which ſeem to make 


the Victory doubtful, and produce a kind of 


Conſternation even in the Good Angels. This 
is followed by the tearing up of Mountains 
and Promontories; till, in the laſt Place, 
Meſſiab comes forth in the fullneſs of Majeſty 
and Terrour. The Pomp of his Appearance, a- 
midſt the roarings of his Thunders, the flaſhes 
of his Lightnings, and the noiſe of his Cha- 
riot-W heels, is deſcribed with the utmoſt 
Flights of humane Imagination. 

THERE is nothing in the firſt and laft 
Day's. Engagement which does not 5 — 
natural, and agreeable enough to the Ideas 
moſt Readers would conceive of a Fight be- 
tween two Armies of Angels. 

THE ſecond Day's Engagement is apt to 
ſtartle an Imagination, which has not been raiſed 
and qualified for ſuch aDeſcription, by the read- 
ing of the antient Poets, and of Homer in par- 
ticular. It was certainly a very bold Thought 
in our Author, to aſcribe the firſt uſe of Ar- 
tillery to the Rebel Angels. But as ſuch a 
nicious Invention may be well ſuppoſed to 
have proceeded from Nel Authors, ſo it en- 
tered very properly into the thoughts of that 
Being, who is all along deſcribed as aſpiring 
to the Majeſty of his Maker. Such Engines 
were the only Inſtruments he could have made 
uſe of to imitate thoſe Thunders, that in all 
Poctry, both ſacred and prophane, are repre- 
ſented as the Arms of the Almighty.

He deſcribes one of them in particular takin 

up Lemnos in his Arms, and whirling it to the 
Skies, with all Yalcan's Shop in the midſt of 
it. Another tears up Mount Ida, with the 
River Euipeus, which ran down the ſides of 
it; but the Poet, not content to deſcribe him 


with this Mountain upon his Shoulders, tells 


us, that the River flowed down his Back, as 
he held it up in that poſtare. It is viſible to 
every judicious Reader, that ſuch Ideas ſa- 
vour more of Burleſque than of the Sublime. 
They proceed from a Wantonneſs of Ima- 
gination, and rather Divert the Mind than A.

Heated his Imagination with the Fight of the 
Gods in Homer, before he entred upon this 
Engagement of the Angels. Homer there gives 
us a Scene of Men, Heroes, and Gods mixed 
together in Battel. Mars animates the con- 
tending Armies, and lifts up his Voice in ſuch 
a manner, that it is heard diſtin&ly amidſt all 
the Shouts, and Confuſion of the Fight. 945 
er at the fame time thunders over their 
Heads; while Neptune raiſes ſuch a Tempeſt, 
that the whole Field of Battel and all the tops 
of the Mountains ſhake about them. The 
Poet tells us, that Pluto himſelf, whoſe habi- 
tation was in the very Center of the Earth, 
Was To affrighted at the Shock, that he leapt 
from his Throne. Homer afterwards deſcribes. 
Fulcan as pouring down a Storm of Fire upon 
the River Tauibus, and Minerva as throwing 
A Rock ar Mars; who, he tells us, covered ſe- 
ven Acres in his Fall. 

A'S Homer has introduced into his Battel 
of the Gods every thing that is great and ter- 
rible in Nature, Miſtou bas filled his Fight of 
Good and Bad Angels with all the like Circum- 


ſtances of Horrour. The ſhout of Armies, 


and ratling of brazen Chariots, the hurling 
of Rocks and Mountains, the Earthquake, 
the Fire, the Thunder, are all of them em- 


ployed to lift up the Reader's Imagination,

'credible,” but that it. was juſtified by ''Fradi- 
tion. What further confirms. me that this 
Ohange of the Fleet was a celebrated Circam- 
Rance in the Hiſtory of Areas is, that Ovid 
has given à Place to the ſame Metamonpboſis 
in bis account of the heathen Mythology: 
NONE of the Critics I have met with 
having conſidered the Fable of the Æneid in 
this light, and taken notice how the Tradi- 
tion, on which it was founded, authorizes 
thoſe parts in it which appear the moſt ex- 
ceptionable; I hope the length of this Re- 
flection will not make it unacceptable to the 
curious part of my Readers. 
THE Hiſtory, which was the Baſis of 


Milton's Poem, is ſtill ſhorter than either that 


of the Iliad or Eneid. The Poet has likewiſe 


taken care to inſert every Circumſtance of it 


in the Body of his Fable. The Ninth Book, 
which we are here to conſider, is raiſed up- 
on that brief account in Scripture, wherein 
we are told that the Serpent was more ſubtle 
than any Beaſt of the Field, that he tempted 
the Woman to eat of the forbidden Fruit, that 
ſhe was overcome by this Temptation, and 


that Adam followed her Example. From theſe 


few. Particulars Milton has formed one of the 
moſt entertaining Fables that Invention ever 
produced. He has at av of theſe ſeveral 


Circumſtances among ſo many agreeable and 


natural Fictions, of his own, that his whole 
Story looks only like a Comment upon ſacred 
Writ, or rather ſeems te be à full and com- 

leat Relation of What che other is only an 

pirome. I have inſiſted the longer on this 
Conſideration, as I look upon the Diſpoſition 
and Contrivance of the Fable to be the prin- 
cipal Beauty of the Ninth Book, which has 
more Story in it, and is fuller of Incidents, 
than any other in the whole Poem. Satan's 
traverſing the Globe, and ſtill keeping with- 
in the ſhadow of the Night, as fearing to be 
diſcovered by the Angel of the Sun, who had 
before detected him, is one of thoſe beautiful 
Imaginations with which he introduces this his 
ſecond Series of Adventures. Having rxa-

HIS firſt Appearance in the Aſſembly of 
Fallen Angels, is work'd up with Circum- 
ſtances which give a delightful Surprize to 
the Reader; but there is no Incident in the 
whole Poem which does this more than the 
Transformation of the whole Audience, that 
follows the Account their Leader gives them 
of his Expedition. The gradual Change of 
Satan himſelf is deſcribed after Ovid's manner,

Milton never fails of improving his own Hints, 
and beſtowing th

IHE Parts of Adam and Eve, or the Hu- 
ma Perſons, come next under our Conſide- 
ration. Milton's Art is no where more ſhewn 
than in his conducting the Parts of theſe our 
firſt Parents. The Repreſentation he gives 
of them, without rn the Story, is won- 
derfully contrived to influence the Reader 
with Pity and Compaſſion towards them. 
Though Adam involves the whole Species in 


Miſery, his Crime proceeds from a Weakneſs 
which every Man is inclined to pardon and 


commiſerate, as it ſeems rather the Frailty of 
Human Nature, than of the Perſon who of- 
fended. Every one is apt to excuſe a Fault 
which he himſelf might have fallen into. It 
Was the Exceſt of Love for Eve that ruined 
Adam and his Poſterity. I need not add, that
